And We do likewiſe, by Our Sovereign Authority, Prerogative Royal, and Abſolute Power, Suſpend, Stop; and Diſable all Penal and 
Sanguinary Laws made againſt any for Nonconformity to the Religion Eftabliſhed by Law ifi that Our Ancient Kingdom, or for — 
their reſpective Worſhips, Religions, Rites and Ceremonies; All which Laws are hereby Stopt, Suſpended, and Diſabled, to all Intents a 
And to the "nd, that by the Liberty thereby granted, che Peace and Security of Our Goverament, in the Practice 1 be En- 
| eby iraicly Charge 1 nmand- all Out Loving SubjcQs, that as we do give leave 40 
meet and ſerve God after their awn Way and Manner, be it vate Houſes, Chappels, or Places Hired or Bailt for that ſe, o 
that they take Care that nothing be Preached or Taught among them which may any ways tend to A the Hearts of our People from 
Us, or our Government, and that their Meetings be peaceable, openly and publickly held, and all Perſons freely admitted to them, and 
that they do ſignific and make known to ſome one or more of the next Privy Counſellors, Sheriffs, Stewards, Baillies, Juſtices of the Peace, 
or Magiſtrats of Burgs-Royal, what Place or Places they ſet a part for theſe uſes, with the Names of the Preachers. . | 
And that all Our Subjects may enjoy ſuch their Religious Aﬀemblies with greater Aſſurance and Protection, We have thought fit and do 
hereby Command, That no Diſturbance , of any kind, be made, or given unto them, under Pain of Our Royal Diſpleaſure, and to be further 
proceeded againſt with the outmoſt Severity; Provided always, that their Meetings be in Houſes or Places provided for the purpoſe, and not 
in the Open Fields, for which now, after this Out Royal Grace and Favor ſhown, (which ſurpaſſes the Hopes, and equals the very Wiſhes 
of the moſt Zealouſly concerned) there is not the leaſt ſhadow of Extuſe left ; Which Meetings in Fields We do hereby ſtrictiy prohibit and 
forbid, againſt all which We do leave Our Laws and Acts of Parliament in full Force and Vigor, notwithſtandipg the Premiſesy And do fur- 
ther Command all Our Judges, Magiſtrats, and Officers of Our Forces, to proſecute ſuch as ſhall be Guilty of the ſaids Field Conventicles, or 
Aſſemblies with the outmoſt Rigour, as they would avoid Our Higheſt Diſpleaſure ; For We are confident none will, after theſe Liberties and 
Freedoms We have given to All, without Reſerve,to ſerve God in theit own Way, preſume to meet in theſe Aﬀemblies, except ſuch as make 
a Pretence of Religion, to cover their Treaſonable Deſigns againſt Our Royal Perſon, and the Peace of Our Government. ; 
And Laſtly, Tothe end all Our good Subjects may have notice of this Our Royal Will and Pleaſure, We do heteby Command our Lyon 
King at Arms, and his Brethren Heraulds, Macers, Purſevants, and Meſſengers at Arms, ta make timeous Proclamation thereof at the Mer- 
cat-Croſs of Edinburgh : And beſides the Printing and Publiſhing of this Our Royal Proclamation, It is Our expreſs Will and Pleaſure, that 
the ſame be paſt under Our Great Seal of that Our Kingdom per ſaltum, without paſſing any other Seal or Regiſter. In order whereunto, 
theſe ſhall be to the Directors of Our Chancellary and their Deputs, for-Writing the ſame, and to Our Chancellor, for cauſing Ous Great 
Seal aforcſaid to be Appended thereunto, a ſufficient Wirranxe. |
